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At last, progress being 
made to improve A1307

TRAFFIC surveys will be carried out 
on the A1307 in the next few months 
as the ball gets rolling towards 
making improvements to the noto¬ 
rious road. 

Over 70 people attended a packed 
public meeting, which was organ¬ 
ised by MP Matthew Hancock to 
discuss a number of options for the 
road, including dualling, creating a 
new road and improving public 
transport links. 

Mr Hancock wants the road to be 
dualled. 

And town mayor, Roger Andre, 
backs his call. 

He said: “One of the plans, to dual 
the road, has been around for some 
time. For Haverhill it makes great 
sense because it’s a very crucial 
town. 

“A lot of traffic uses the A1307 every 
day and it makes sense for Haverhill 
to improve that link. 

“Haverhill is going to grow and 
traffic is going to continue to use the 
road whether it is dualled or not so 
while it is important to improve it, it 
needs to be done in a way that is sen¬ 
sitive to the needs of the people that 
live here.” 

Traffic surveys are set to be carried 
out in the coming months by Suffolk 
County Council and Cambridgeshire 
County Council to identify the cur¬ 
rent habits of road users. 

While no decision was made at the 
meeting, those in attendance were 



in agreement that it was successful 
and a positive step forward. 

Cllr Tony Brown said: “For the first 
time in decades, everyone is pushing 
in the same direction and realises 
that for further growth and sustain¬ 
ability, Haverhill will need better 
transport links. 

“This was a great first meeting and 
a great first step in improving the 
road.” 

Cllr Julian Flood added: “At last, 
after decades of trying, it looks like 
we’re making progress on the 1307. 
As long as the planners take care of 
the concerns of the villages along the 
route, particularly Linton which 
needs it more than most, this can 


only be good news for the 
people of south Suffolk.” 

The safety issues of the 
A1307 were also men¬ 
tioned at the meeting and 
Cllr Anne Gower said 
these needed to be dealt 
with before any improve¬ 
ments were considered. 

She said: “This road is pivotal 
for the development of Haverhill. 
But first something needs to be done 
very quickly for the safety problems 
on the A1307. It’s not a safe road at 
the moment. 

“That needs to be done first before 
anything else. All of the routes and 
safety issues need to be discussed.”

Cllr Flood did raise con¬ 
cerns that Haverhill was 
not being recognised for 
its industry. 

He added: “I’m still con¬ 
cerned that Cambridge 
people, who will drive this 
route, are more interested 
in using Haverhill as a dor¬ 
mitory town full of workers for 
their own industry, rather than 
improving investment in Haverhill, 
but once our access to the All is 
improved I’m sure that the obvious 
attractions of Haverhill as a business 
location, better value in every way 
than the overcrowded and expensive 
alternative, will be obvious to entre¬ 


preneurs. 

“In the future the A1307 may well 
turn out to be a biotech highway, 
bringing unobtrusive, high-value, 
well-paid jobs to Babraham and 
Linton, Horseheath, Abington and 
Haverhill, the sort of jobs we need in 
the 21st century. Cambridge at one 
end, Haverhill at the other. A perfect 
solution. 

“It has been easy for the County to 
ignore the concerns of Haverhill, 
tucked away as we are on the edge. 
Not any more. 

“We’ll soon be the third largest 
town in Suffolk. We need this road 
and we need the jobs that the road 
will bring.”

PLANS for Haverhill’s new town 
clock are well under way with a 
hope that the project will be com¬ 
pleted by mid April.

Town mayor Roger Andre had 
been to see the progress of the 
town clock at Samuel Ward school, 
he told a council meeting on 
Tuesday. 

Some of the pieces had already 
been cut out, ready for them to 
eventually be constructed into 
the finished clock next month. 

He said: “There is not a great 
deal to look at at the moment but 
it is well on its way. 

“We are currently on track for it 
to be delivered by mid-April with¬ 
in our budget.” 

Town councillors had pledged 
£10,000 for the project which is set

to have three clock faces held by 
“angel-like figues”, pointing to 
Jubilee Walk, Haverhill High 
Street and the bus station in the 
town centre, in earlier meetings. 

It is set to be made of low-cost 
stainless steal, which is easy to 
manage, and the design is said to 
have been inspired by the Olympic 


torch’s visit to Haverhill in 2012. 

The town council are still work¬ 
ing with the borough council to 
work out how the clock can be set 
into the ground. 

The town’s old clock, which was 
in Jubilee Walk, was removed for 
refurbishment and repair and was 
never replaced. 


One person rescued after fire breaks out in flat 


A MAN had to be rescued 
after a flat fire in Haverhill 
on Tuesday. 

Firefighters from 

Haverhill, Clare and Linton 
were called to tackle the 
blaze in Town End Close, 
Haverhill on Tuesday after¬ 
noon. 

Crews attended the inci¬ 
dent shortly before 1.28pm 
yesterday and on arrival, 
found a flat on fire. 


One man was found to be 
trapped inside the building 
and fire fighters had to force 
entry. 

One resident, who did not 
wish to be named, said: 
“The first thing I knew 
about it was when I saw the 
fire engines outside my 
window. 

“I wondered what on earth 
it was at first. 

“The firemen had to break 


through the door to get to 
the flats. 

“We heard someone had 
put something on to cook 
and had then fallen asleep. 

“I tried to get outside but 
they told me to stay inside. 

“It does worry me when 
things like this happen 
because we only have the 
one way out and I didn’t 
want to get stuck.” 

Crews used breathing 


apparatus and a hose reel to 
fight the fire, with one man 
rescued and left in the care 
of the ambulance service. 

He was treated for smoke 
inhalation but did not 
require hospital treatment 
and was left in the car of his 
family. 

The incident was under 
control by 1.37pm and 
appliances returned to their 
bases.

The council will also 
be asking residents to 
tell them about where 
they live and about the 
housing choices they 
are likely to face. 

Ian Blofield, chairman 
of the Suffolk Strategic 
Housing Partnership, 
said: “This major 
survey will determine 
the way we meet the 
county’s housing needs 
for years to come. 

“The fact that the 
whole country is 
involved is important 
as it will give us a clear 
picture about what 
matters to people about 
where they live, what 
could be improved and 
what people will need 
as they grow older. 

“With the wider 
economic pressures 
that we face, and an 
ageing population, we 
must be in a position to 
use evidence to back up 
our decisions about the 
county’s housing needs 
as we plan ahead.” 

The survey results are 
set to help local 
councils influence the 
way that housing is 
provided in the future 
so that the needs of a 
changing population 
can be met. 

Anne Gower, member 
for housing, said: 
“Current traditional 
methods of providing 
housing are not always 
meeting present and 
future needs. 

“We must plan for the 
future and this survey 
is a chance for people to 
tell us about their 
housing needs and 
aspirations so we can 
understand how to 
provide them with 
appropriate choices.”

Yellow lines proposed 
to stop school parking

A MUM who has been lining a 
road outside a school with 
cones to try to stop dangerous 
parking may finally have a 
solution after yellow lines and 
a barrier were proposed. 

Melanie Turnball has been 
working with PCSO Kayla 
Packman and four other par¬ 
ents since December by setting 
out traffic cones on School 
Lane in Haverhill before and 
after the school day to stop 
parents parking on zig zag 
lines or drop kerbs. 

She said ‘lazy’ parents insist¬ 
ed on getting as close as possi¬ 
ble to the school gates, instead 
of using proper parking spaces 
nearby - or a car park at the 
Rugby Club - and then walking 
the short distance to school. 

At a meeting on Tuesday, Cllr 
Julian Llood said that, although 
planning applications had not 
yet been submitted, double 
yellow lines and a barrier could 
be the chosen method to stop 
the dangerous parking. 

Melanie said: “It’s 
good to hear that this 
has been discussed. I 
am so looking for¬ 
ward to something 
being done on the 
road, not least 
because I have had 
enough of coning, 
especially in this 
weather. 

“We have had people 
running over the cones and 
some people have stolen them. 
When I first started doing this, 
I bought 40 cones. Now we 
have 21 left because of people 
ruining them or stealing 
them.” 

Some concerns were raised at

the meeting that the double 
yellow lines would not be suf¬ 
ficient to stop the drivers. 

Cllr Clive Turner said: 
People still park on zig 
zag lines so these dou¬ 
ble yellow lines will 
not stop the prob¬ 
lem. There are a lot 
of ignorant people 
out there.” 

But the mum-of- 
three hopes that the 
measures will put a 
stop to the parking. 
Melanie added: “The 
road has improved a lot. It’s 
much better than it ever was 
before. 

“We have had someone tell us 
we were making the road more 
dangerous but the vast majori¬ 
ty of people who have stopped 
have told us we are doing a 


good thing.” 

Bu Melanie is frustrated that 
things are not moving more 
quickly. 

She said: “We do feel no further 
along than last time. We were 
waiting for them to come up with 
the different options because 
they were concerned about the 
other residential properties on 


School Lane who want to use the 
road outside of school hours. 

“There are about three different 
places the funding is coming 
from though, so I can understand 
why it’s taking so long.” 

It is hoped that plans for the 
safety measures outside School 
Lane will be submitted in the 
coming months.

3.3 million potholes 
nationwide will be 
targeted for repair 
nationwide, with the 
majority to be fixed 
before the summer 
holidays begin. 

Another £200 mil¬ 
lion is set to be put 
aside for pothole 


repairs by councils 
during 2014/15, 
George Osbourne 
also announced. 

Transport secretary 
Patrick McLoughlin 
said: “This extra 
money will help make 
a real difference to 
the millions of road 
users and residents 
across England who 
rely on local roads, 
giving them safer and 
smoother journeys.”

Queen Street can be a 
dangerous place to be 

FOLLOWING general reading of 
the letters page of the Weekly News 
March 6th, I was most struck by 
the letter entitled ‘How do we 
keep cars off the pavement?’. 

Now being a life long resident of 
Haverhill, I have been approached 
and asked by other residents to 
express my views of Queen Street 
in regard to the health and safety 
issue. 

I have been a shopper in Queen 
Street for more years than I can 
remember. 

I well recall the old Queen Street 
with fondness with its kerbstones 
and Tarmac road and I was NOT 
brushed once by a vehicle. 

Now, after pedestriansation which 
resulted in a flat concourse with 
no kerbstones, at its edges just 
rectangular paving blocks 
indicating a parameter for 
vehicles and pedestrians, I have 
been most unfortunately brushed 
many times, likewise my fellow 
residents. 

My latest most unfortunate 
encounter was a very harrowing 
incident. 

When coming from the barbers in 
Queen Street at 8.30am, walking 
towards St Mary’s Church in the 
vicinity of Deja vu’s shop, I caught 
sight of a car travelling quite fast 
along Camps Road towards Queen 
Street.

A NEW service to help residents 
manage their money is now open 
for business. 

Haverhill’s own credit union wel¬ 
comed customers in on Monday, 
after being launched last week by 
Matthew Hancock, West Suffolk 
MP. 

The service, which operates out of 
the Havebury Housing Partnership 
offices on the High Street, will be 
open every Monday and Tuesday 
from 10am until 1pm. 

The scheme will offer small scale 
loans to those who need them, and 
provide advice on how to make sav¬ 
ings. 

Back in January, Haverhill Town 
Council pledged £3,000 to the set 
up of the scheme, which is being 
run through the merged Ipswich 
and Suffolk Credit Union and 
Norfolk Credit Union. 

The credit union will establish 
itself over the next 12 months, and 
be run by trained volunteers after 
this time. 

The project is being supported by 
a steering group, which includes 
representatives from the Citizens 
Advice Bureau, Havebury Housing, 


and REACH Community Projects. 

Henry Wilson, from REACH com¬ 
munity projects, said: “I think this 
is somewhere that will become 
busier and busier as the weeks go 
on. 

“Anyone can have access to the 
credit union and can open an 


account. 

“We have a strong emphasis on 
saving instead of having to borrow 
money but it does offer an alterna¬ 
tive option to borrowing money 
from payday lenders. 

“This is a brilliant thing to have in 
Haverhill, especially in our High 


Street location.” 

Cllr Roger Andre, town mayor, is 
also a member and champions the 
new credit union. 

He said: “We are very pleased to 
have the credit union in Haverhill. 
We have worked hard to get it 
opened. 

“Hopefully this will help to 
stop payday lenders and 
doorstep lenders. 

“We are absolutely 
delighted to be able to 
offer the credit union 
service here. 

“1,000 children in 
Haverhill are in pov¬ 
erty and opening this 
credit union is one 
step to being able to 
tackle that.” 

It is also hoped that the 
credit union will work to pro¬ 
tect families from high-interest 
and short-term borrowers, Cllr 
Andre said. 

Philip Sullivan, Director of 
Operations at Havebury Housing 
Partnership said: “Havebury is 
delighted that we have been able to 
work with the other agencies to 
bring a Credit Union to Haverhill, 
which will not only benefit our ten¬ 
ants but the local community.”

Pensioner appears in court 

A MAN in his nineties has been charged with 
indecently assaulting a girl aged under 14.

£1.50 to park 
all day in town 


A POPULAR car park which 
previously allowed drivers to 
stay for 90 minutes free of 
charge has introduced a pay 
and display scheme. 

But the car park, on Swan 
Lane, has become the cheap¬ 
est in town, charging only 40p 
an hour or £1.50 for all-day 
parking. 

Residents were outraged on 
Wednesday when machines 
appeared in the car park 
without any prior warning. 

But Tony Wakeling, general 
manager at RCP Parking, has 
said that this was beyond the 
company’s control. 

He said: “I accept it was a bit 
of a shock and I apologise for 
that - but this is because we 
had had no communication 
from the landlord’s agent.” 

The car park is privately 
owned and RCP, based in 
Norwich, has been in talks 
with the owner since August 
2013.

The owner approached RCP 
with the hope of introducing 
a small charge, but taking 
away any time limit, Mr 
Wakeling confirmed. 

He said: “Before we did this, 
we checked out the competi¬ 
tion throughout Haverhill 
and this car park is the cheap¬ 
est for parking in town. 

“We want to try and give the 
good folk of Haverhill some¬ 
thing in return.” 

Mr Wakeling has also con¬ 
firmed that RCP will repair 
any damage to the car park, 
which currently has potholes 
and other defects, and negoti¬ 
ate with surrounding busi¬ 
nesses, including Argos, who 
have their own spaces ear¬ 
marked. 

These spaces will remain in 
the hands of the businesses. 

Currently, there are no time 
restrictions in place, but Mr 


Wakeling said that the com¬ 
pany will continue to assess 
the market so changes can be 
made in the future. 

Other car parks across the 
town, owned by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council, include those behind 
Haverhill Arts Centre, which 
costs 40p an hour, £1 for three 
hours or £2 all day, on 
Ehringshausen Way and at 
the Leisure Centre. 

Both of these cost £2.20 for 
all day. 

Charges apply from Monday 
to Saturday between 8am and 
6pm. 

There is also a ‘Free After 3’ 
initiative currently in place, 
meaning motorists can park 
for free after 3pm on Fridays.

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I’m going for gold 



O UT on the water is 
where Claire Connon 
feels most at home. 
Rowing down the River Cam 
as the sun begins to rise; wind 
in her hair and a smile on her 
face, the 28-year-old feels 
truly alive. It’s where she is 
supposed to be. “It feels like 
the most natural place for me 
to be,” muses Claire when we 
meet at her Cambridge home. 
“It’s where I belong and what I 
should be doing - I just love 
it.” 

Rowing is Claire’s life; she 
lives and breathes the sport, 
every day getting up at the 
crack of dawn to snatch just a 
few moments on the water - 
“my friends and family think 
I’m mad,” she laughs. 

Mad? Maybe. Inspiring? 
Definitely. The fact Claire’s 
even in a boat at all is a mira¬ 
cle, considering just a few 
years ago it seemed like an 
improbable dream. 

Diagnosed with a rare con¬ 
dition called Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome when she was in 
her second year studying 
geography at Cambridge 
University, Claire now uses a 
wheelchair and has to take all 
her food through a tube. Every

day is a struggle, but Claire 
was not prepared to give up 
the thing she loves most. 
“Even though I couldn’t walk 
or eat, the only thing I was 
really bothered about was the 
fact I couldn’t row,” says 
Claire. “My mum wanted to 
throw away some of my old 
rowing kit and I said no, I 
couldn’t come to terms with 
the fact I couldn’t row. 

“I felt like if I gave those 
things up, it would be admit¬ 
ting that I wasn’t going back 
to rowing and that wasn’t 
something I was prepared to 
do.” 

And she didn’t. 


In 2012 Claire started para¬ 
rowing and hasn’t looked 
back since. She now has her 
sights firmly set on following 
in the footsteps of her heroes 
and competing at the Rio 
Para-lympics in 2016. “I sit 
and watch the Paralympics 
and think I want to be on that 
podium one of these days,” 
Claire smiles. 

“I was at Eton Dorney in 
2012 and it was amazing, but 
all I kept thinking was ‘I want 
to be in that boat’. It’s my ulti¬ 
mate ambition - I want to be 
the best, there’s no point in 
aiming for anything else real¬ 
ly, is there?” 


Claire was always an active 
child. Growing up she signed 
up to any sport she could. 

“I’ve always loved sport,” 
she says. “I had more after¬ 
school clubs on than there 
were days in the week at one 
point. Netball, rounders, bad¬ 
minton, diving - whatever 
sport they could offer.” 

But it was rowing that really 
got her heart pumping. Claire 
first got involved in 2004 
when she was asked to join 
the university boat club 
(“mainly because I was tall!”) 
and was instantly hooked. It 
looked like she was on the 
path to a promising career in 
the sport, but when she picked 
up a virus out of the blue, eve¬ 
rything changed. “I can tell 
you the exact moment when it 
happened. I was walking 
down Mill Road and it literally 
felt like someone had pulled 
the plug on me. All my energy 
suddenly went and all I could 
think was ‘I need to get home 
right now’.” 

Claire’s health started dete¬ 
riorating at an alarming pace. 
She was determined to carry 
on as normal, but even per¬ 
forming the smallest of tasks 
was now proving to be the

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ultimate struggle. She was in 
complete turmoil. “I was so 
tired all the time and had a lot 
of joint pain/’ Claire remem¬ 
bers, describing some of her 
symptoms. 

“It was a fatigue I’d never 
experienced before; it wasn’t 
like you’d just worked really 
hard, it was never-ending, al¬ 
most like a climbing through 
treacle sensation. 

“No matter how hard you 
tried, you still couldn’t get 
anywhere. I would fall asleep 
at my desk because even the 
gap between my desk and my 
bed was too much - I was so 
weak. 

“I was forced to give up row¬ 
ing and spent several months 
getting a lot worse. My knees 
kept buckling and I ended up 
on crutches and then eventu¬ 
ally a wheelchair.” 

Claire’s mobility wasn’t the 
only thing to suffer; she soon 
started developing severe 
problems with her gastric sys¬ 
tem too. “I was throwing up 
after every meal; I would even 
throw up my evening meal at 
breakfast the next morning,” 
says Claire. “It got to a point 
where I couldn’t really eat at 
all.” 

Claire had expected her 
time at university to be one of 
the best experiences of her 
life, but, in fact, it was turning 
into a nightmare. How did 
she stay strong? “I’ve always 
tried to be positive person 
and sitting in bed moping all 
day isn’t going to change any¬ 
thing,” says Claire. 

“All I knew was that I want¬ 
ed to finish my degree, so 
that’s all I focused on and I 
didn’t have time to freak out 
about being ill. 

“The university wanted to 
give me an unclassified mark 
but I said no, I wanted to stay 
on and finish my degree, 
regardless of whatever classi¬ 
fication I could get. I worked 
half an hour on, and half an 
hour off, through my exam 
period and pretty much sur¬ 
vived them by living on 
Haribo and Lucozade. I just 
needed enough sugar to keep 
me awake. “ 

Doctors had initially diag¬ 
nosed Claire with ME, but her 
symptoms didn’t seem to 
quite add up. “I had more and 
more symptoms that didn’t fit 
their diagnosis and after join¬ 
ing an ME charity for young 
people, we discovered there 
was a group of us who all had 
very similar symptoms,” 
Claire explains. 

“After five years of misdiag¬ 
nosis I persuaded my GP to 
send me to a doctor in London 
who specialised in a condi¬ 
tion called Ehlers-Danlos 
syndrome (EDS), and he took 
one look at me and said ‘why 


has it taken so long for some¬ 
one to work this out? It’s so 
obvious’.” 

EDS is a rare genetic condi¬ 
tion which affects the con¬ 
nective tissue in the body. 
Notoriously hard to diagnose; 
typical symptoms include 
stretchy skin, loose joints and 
extremely fragile body tis¬ 
sues, not to mention chronic 
and excruciating pain. 
Misdiagnosed and often mis¬ 
understood by the medical 
community, Claire believes 
she’s actually suffered from 
EDS since childhood. “I’d had 
problems with my joints 
since I was tiny and always 
had lots of strains and 
sprains. Doctors just 
assumed I had weak joints 
because of all the diving and 
gymnastics. But I do remem¬ 
ber one time being sent home 
from school because my 
knees had locked and I 
couldn’t walk, so it was 
always there lurking.” 

After so long spent search¬ 
ing in vain for the correct 
diagnosis, Claire admits it 
was huge relief to finally be 
able to put a name to the con¬ 
dition. “It was like, I know 
you have just told me I have 
an incurable disease, but at 
least I know now and I was 
able to finally get the help I 
needed. I realised I wasn’t 
alone anymore.” 

But she was still incredibly 
weak. Now a full-time wheel¬ 
chair user and unable to keep 
anything she was eating 
down, every day was a strug¬ 
gle. “My eating was gradually 
getting worse and worse,” 
Claire remembers. “Because 
of the EDS my stomach 
became kind of floppy and 
didn’t have the ability to push 
any food through.” 

Claire was becoming 
severely malnourished, and 
after trying several different 
nutrition methods, with var¬ 
ying results, in 2012 doctors 
decided that she needed to be 
fed intravenously, on Total 
Parenteral Nutrition (TPN). It 
proved the turning point. “I 
have a little hole here,” she 
says, tapping her heart. 
“And there’s a devise 
underneath my 
skin which I put a 
needle in and 
connect to a bag i 
of fluid full of j 
glucose, vita¬ 
mins, minerals - 
basically every- ^ 
thing I need to 
keep me alive each 
day. 

“For 12 hours every night I 
attach the drip bag to the 
device, which then infuses 
with my blood. 

“It is hard work and a com¬ 
plete pain but it was the best

decision I ever made,” she 
smiles. “Right from the begin¬ 
ning the change in me was 
just fantastic; it was like I was 
a completely different person. 
My friends and family 
couldn’t believe it, they used 
to see me just sleeping and 
barely able to function, but 
after starting TPN I finally 
found the energy I had before 
I was ill.” 

After discovering a local 
adaptive rowing club, Claire 
even felt well enough to 
return to the water. It proved 
to be a life-changing deci¬ 
sion. “I discovered I was 
actually quite good at it. In 
fact, I was a much better 
adaptive rower than I had 
ever been as an able-bodied 
rower! ” 

‘Quite good’ may be a slight 
understatement. Within six 
weeks of taking up the sport 
again, Claire entered her first 
para-rowing competition. It 
was a success, in fact, a huge 
success. “I won my first adap¬ 
tive race in Wales,” she smiles 
proudly. “It was fantastic, I 
was so happy. I was absolute¬ 
ly knackered most of the time 
too but I loved being back. 

“I realised rowing made me 
so much calmer and less 
stressed; you don’t have to 
worry about anything else - 
you are just there to row and 
can ignore the rest of the 
world.” 

That race in Wales was just 
the start. Over the last two 
years, Claire’s para-rowing 
career has gone from strength 
to strength. She now trains at 
least 10 times a week, lifts 
weights close to those re¬ 
quired of the able-bodied GB 
athletes and now has her 
sights firmly set on the ulti¬ 
mate goal; to break new med¬ 
ical, scientific and sporting 
grounds by becoming the 
first intravenously-fed athlete 
to compete at a Paralympics. 
It’s awe-inspiring stuff. 

In her darkest hours, when 
rowing seemed a distant 
memory, could Claire ever 
have imagined she’d be back 
competing against the world’s 
best? “Never,” she 
laughs. “It’s like I’ve 
almost come full 
circle. I’ve been 
to hell but 
i finally got 
back. 

“When I was 
f diagnosed I 
was completely 
written off, I was 
told I’d never make 
anything of myself, but 
one of my favourite quotes is 
‘If they tell you what you want 
to do is impossible, they don’t 
know you’. 

“If you don’t try, you will 
never succeed.”

Miles 


HE’S got some voice, Miles Kane. And I’m not 
talking about the raw, 60s dart that shoots 
through his music. 

I'm talking about the Merseyside lilt that 
laconically unspools down the phone line... 

It's much too seductive for a grey Wednesday 
morning, and smacks brilliantly of too many 
cigarettes and too much dancing (if such a thing 
exists). 

The thing is, the achingly cool 27-year-old (28 
this month), often has his voice overlooked in the 
race to detail a lengthy list of famous mates and 
stunning ex-girlfriends. It can't be helped, the 
boy swirls in the slickest of suits, in the smartest 
of circles. 

It all started for him with short-lived indie 
outfit, The Little Flames, before he swiftly moved 
onto fronting The Rascals, showcasing a serious 
knack for playing the guitar and rasping out 
some rock-laced vocals. After they disbanded 
in 2009, Kane teamed up with good friend 
Alex 'Arctic Monkeys' Turner to form the chart 
topping, Mercury Music Prize-nominated, The 
Last Shadow Puppets. And now? Well, he's 
doing quite all right on his own thank you very 
much (don't fret though, Shadow Puppet fans, 
he did half-promise: "I'm sure one day we'll 
reconvene"). 

"I think you always want more don't you?" he 
says bluntly when asked what he thinks of the 
reaction to his solo efforts so far; his 2011 debut, 
Colour of The Trap, and 2013's brash, rollicking, 
Don't Forget Who You Are. "That's a good thing 
because it keeps you hungry and it keeps you 
striving for the next rung on the ladder." 

It's an excellent attitude to have, considering 
the names he's so often grouped with and 
compared to. From Paul Weller, who wrote and 
plays piano on album track Fire in My Heart 
("He's lovely, he's a top fella and we've grown 
very close. I think we'll do more together,"), to 
Liam Gallagher and John Lennon. In an 8/10 
review of Don't Forget Who You Are, NME said: 
"Kane couldn't sound more like the former Beatle 
if he tried." You can't even try and argue with 
that. 

Ask Kane what his influences are now though 
and things get a lot more niche. Currently it's 
New York soul singer Charles Bradley, who 
plays with the Menahan Street Band (nope, us 
neither), and Daptone Record label producer 
Tommy Brenneck. "I'm loving that stuff," the 
Birkenhead-born musician buzzes. "They have 
great clobber and they sound really cool. That's 
what's making me tick at the moment."

Then there's the band he stumbled across 
on New Year's Eve: "I went to this little club 
in Highbury and there was this band called 
Telegram who were playing. They did this half 
hour set but it was cool. 

"I think so anyway," he pauses. "I was 
bladdered so technically they seemed like the 
best band I'd ever seen at that moment in time. 
They were rocking." 

So rocking in fact you'll be able to hear them 
yourself if you get tickets to Kane's Cambridge 
Junction gig; he booked them as his tour 
support. He'll also be joined by his touring band, 
Jay Sharrock on drums, Ben Parsons on keys, Phill 
Anderson on bass and George Moran on rhythm 
guitar. 

Does he miss that feeling of being in a solid, 
permanent band, being part of a group and not 
having the pressure blazing all on his own name? 
"Definitely, I do miss it," he says matter-of-factly, 
explaining how it's toughest when he's not on 
the road and writing (which is what he's "trying" 
to do when we speak a couple of weeks before 
the start of his UK tour). "The thing when you 
are writing is that you can't really go into the 
practice room and jam, like when you're in a 
band and have that support. But I do love doing 
what I'm doing and I wouldn't change it for the 
world. No, no." 

While many bands admit touring and living 
on a bus for months at a time is just a tiring, 
faux-glamorous way of achieving chronic 
homesickness, Kane seems to genuinely adore it. 

"I just loved being on the road," he says 
frankly. "If I had my way I'd just love to stay 
on the road. I just love playing, and I think it's 
playing this second record... I'm missing playing 
those tunes. I just feel that I'm not bored of them 
yet." 

Between the music and a personal life that, 
from the outside, seems split fairly equally 
between Liverpool FC and a roster of beautiful 
girlfriends - models Aygness Deyn and Suki 
Waterhouse (who he lost to Bradley Cooper) 
have both been charmed - the other major factor 
that makes Miles Kane, Miles Kane, is, of course, 
the clothes. 

"I guess it's just a big part of me life now, I just 
love clothes. That's it," he admits, explaining 
how he now co-designs his tour outfits - slick, 
slim, beautifully cut and not averse to a touch 
of velvet or leopard print; Kane is effortlessly 
dapper with a mod sensibility - with bespoke suit 
maker Ray Brown. "It's something that interests 
me, and it gets very addictive."

CAPTAIN AMERICA: 

THE WINTER SOLDIER 
(I2A, 136 mins) 

PAST and present collide 
in Anthony and Joe Russo’s 
action-packed sequel to the 2011 
blockbuster, which continues 
to expand the sprawling Marvel 
Comics universe. 

Addressing timely concerns 
about unrest in the Middle East 
and the corruptibility of the 
political establishment, Captain 
America: The Winter Soldier 
is a bombastic, big-budget 
extravaganza that's every bit 
as entertaining as the opening 
chapter. 

Screenwriters Christopher 
Markus and Stephen McFeely 
are duty-bound to deliver a 
miasma of explosive thrills, and 
they don't disappoint. 

A crunching car chase 
involving S.H.I.E.L.D. director 
Nick Fury (Samuel L Jackson) 
is edge-of-the-seat stuff and a 
climactic showdown involving 
the hero and diabolical Hydra 
lets loose the special effects. 

Amidst the death and 
destruction, Markus and 
McFeely flesh out characters 
and back stories, fanning an air 
of fear and paranoia that harks 
back to Cold War thrillers of a 
bygone military age. 

The canny casting of Robert 
Redford in a meaty supporting 


role conjures fond memories 
of Three Days Of The 
Condor, which also explored 
skulduggery within the 
corridors of power. 

Set two years after The 
Avengers, The Winter Soldier 
opens with Steve Rogers (Chris 
Evans) acclimatising to life in 
present day Washington D.C.. 

In his heroic guise as Captain 
America, he leads a daring 
rescue mission at sea, flanked 
by sexy spy Natasha Romanoff 
(Scarlett Johansson) and 
S.H.I.E.L.D.'s counter-terrorism 
unit. 

Soon after, Nick Fury escorts 
Rogers into the bowels of the 
agency's headquarters, which 
houses three state-of-the- 
art heli-carriers. These aerial 
warships, codenamed Project 
Insight, will extinguish threats 
to global peace from the skies, 
killing terrorists before they 
have a chance to strike. 

"I thought the punishment

Go and grow ecd 


IF your planting is attracting 
bees, butterflies and other 
wildlife, your shed is devoid of 
pesticides and your fruit and veg 
are strictly organic, then you are 
already heading along the right 
road to eco-friendliness. 

But follow these 10 simple tips 
and you could get even further, 
even faster. 

1 Plant bright flowers such 
as candytuft, sunflowers 
and marigolds, to encourage 
beneficial insects like ladybirds 
and lacewings. These will eat 
aphids such as blackfly, which can 
decimate your flowers and crops. 
Bluebells, cowslips, foxgloves 
and primroses are all wildflowers 
to add colour and beauty to any 
garden. Buy flowers that will 
bloom as late into the autumn as 
possible, to allow more beneficial 
bugs and bees plenty of time to 
pollinate. 

2 Invest in a water butt. Even 
better, blend it in with your 
garden scheme by building a 
wooden casing around it and 
painting it, suggests DIY power 
tool experts Dremel (www. 
dremel.co.uk). Alternatively, buy 
an old wine barrel as an attractive 
alternative and customise it 

so you can fill a watering can. 
Wooden water butts need

to stand above ground level, 
allowing the wood to breathe 
from beneath. 

3 Create your own makeshift 
mulch. If you have collected 
leaves to make leaf mould over 
the years, this will act as a great 
mulch in spring. Alternatively, use 
compost, bark or garden clippings 
which have been shredded. 

4 Consider 'companion 
planting' to ward off predators. 
Many plant combinations mask 
each other with scent. The smell 
of Tagetes (French marigolds) will 
deter whitefly, while garlic and 
other alliums have been used as 
companions to keep pests at bay. 
Trailing nasturtiums repel woolly 
aphids, while bugle extract repels 
cabbage white caterpillars. In a 
similar way, leeks repel carrot 
flies, okra shields peppers from 
wind, while tall crops provide a 
canopy for short ones, such as 


lettuce and spinach, which prefer 
partial shade in the heat. 

5 Recycle everyday packaging 
to use in your garden. Plastic 
cartons which have held pre¬ 
packed veg can be adapted as 
seed trays, yoghurt pots which 
have been thoroughly cleaned 
can be used to raise seedlings 
and larger plastic bottles with 
the bottoms cut off can work as 
makeshift cloches around young 
vulnerable plants. Large wooden 
crates can be used to store fruit 
and veg later on in the season. 

6 Set up a worm compost bin if 
you only have a small space, and 
make a home for some small, red 
tiger worms, which you can buy. 
Use a wooden box with holes and 
a lid for a worm compost bin., 
add a layer of moist, shredded 
newspaper and soil for their 
bedding, then feed them once 

a week with vegetable peelings 
wrapped in newspaper or paper 
towels. Every two or three 
months, the rich, fine compost 
will be ready to use. 

7 Use solar power to light the 
path to your front door. Solar 
lights fixed into the ground store 
energy at low cost in the daytime 
and light the way to your front 
door in the dark. Cut niches into 
your paving stones by using a 


compact saw or plant them either 
side of your path in the garden 
borders. 

8 Make a compost bin if you 
don't already have one. To make 
a simple wooden compost bin 
simply cut wooden slats to size 
and screw them together at right 
angles. Sand down any sharp 
edges or splintered wood, then 
prepare your compost by layering 
grass cuttings, leaves and natural 
waste from your kitchen (such as 
paper, cardboard and vegetable 
peelings) and turn regularly. Once 
the waste has rotted, it should be 
an ideal supply to mix with your 
garden top soil. 

9 Charge battery-powered 
equipment the smart way. If 
your garden tools are battery- 
powered, bear in mind that the 
prices charged for electricity 
may vary at different times of 
the day and night. Once you 
have the details you can start 
saving money by charging 
batteries during off-peak hours. 
Additionally, lithium-ion batteries 
retain their charge even if they 
haven't been used for some time. 

10 Minimise your non- 
permeable hard landscaping, such 
as pavers set in concrete. Create 
boundaries with hedging rather 
than fencing if you can.
